The Consul’s Report. 

WASHINGTON, March 18.-—Baron Fava, Ita)- 
ian minister, today received the first reports 
from the Italian consul, at New Orleans, in re- 
Jation to the killing of the Italians there last 
Saturday. These reports, it is said, sustain the 
position taken by Baron Fava in his protest to 
Mr. Blaine, of March 15th, with relation to the 
inaction of the authorities of New 
Orleans before and during the shooting. In 
transmitting a copy of the reports to 
Secretary Blaine, Baron Fava repeated that 
the conduct of the local authorities at New 
Orleans was in the highest degree blamable, 


, for the reason that it was notin keeping with 


their duties to protect the life of Italian sub- 
jects according to the terms of treaties existing 
between the two countries, as had been ealled 
to the attention of the governor by Secretary 
Blaine with an urfquestionable spirit of justice, 
to which the baron said he bore cheerful 
witness.

The Citizens Defended. 

Lonpon, March 18.—The Times today 
strongly defends the New Orleans citizens for 
the action taken in the case of the Mafia con- 
spirators. The Times says that the blame 
should be placed on the chronic abiding law- 
lessness tolerated’ by American usage. <A jury 
trial of Sicilians had been reduced to a farce 
by the knowledge that the life of any juryman 
convicting a Mafia was not worth 
a week’s purchase. ‘“‘Let lawless violence 
be abandoned by all means,’’ continues The 
Times, ‘‘but let Messrs. Assassins begin. A!! 
the victims being Mafias, it is impossible to 
feel acute distress. The fact that they were 
naturalized Americans will probably save the 
United States froin serious international and 
federal complications. Itaiy has too nuch of 
the Mafia at home to feel seriously outraged, 
and will probably not dream of going beyond 
diplomatic representations.” 

They Have Different Views. 

Rome, March 18.—The Milan Secolo de- 
clares that Italy will demand heavy compen- 
sation for the faanilies of the Italians lynched 
in New Orleans.

MONEY AS A BOYCOTT LIFTER. 


The Proposition of the K nights of Labor to a 
Clothing Firm. 

RocuestTer, N. Y., March 18.—At the in- 
vestigation of the clothing cutters lock-out 
here, by the state board of arbitration, a scheme 
by which money is extorted from firms by the 
Clothing Cutters’ National Union was shown 
by voluminous correspondence between manu- 
facturers in this city and Walter S. Westbrook, 
secretary of the cutters’ union, and James 
Hughes, chairman of the executive board of 
the union. Westbrook has been arrested in 
New York, President McGuire, of the union, 
is under arrest in Chicago, and James Hughes 
is in custody in Philadelphia, on the charge of 
extortion. They will be brought here.

THE DEMOCRATIC PLAN. 


Mr. Gorman’s Idea About Meeting the 
Tariff Question in December. 
_ WAsuixeton, March 18.—It undoubtedly 
is true that there have been some informal 
conferences of leading democrats in congress 
as to the policy which onght to be pursued in 
the next a grog respecting the tariff. The 
plan credited to Senator Gorman is that the 
erratd shall be to offer no general bill like the 
Lills bill, but to pass separate bills through the 
house of representatives reducing duties on 
certain articles or putting certain other articles 
on the free list with the expectation that 
these bills may pass the senate and be sent to 
the president, where, undoubtedly, a veto will 
be anticipated. The plar soems to be to secure 
such reduction only as can be passed by the 
senate, and not to go to the country on the 
tariff bill, at least until the attempt shall have 
been made to reduce and repeal duties on cer- 
tain articles of general consumption. Un- 
doubtedly the democratic plan is to secure the 
aid of some of the new senators who are credited 
to the alliance orto the independents, and 
they undoubtedly also expect to secure the 
support of some republican senators like Mr. 
Plumb, who are understood to be opposed to 
some of the features of the McKinley bill. If 
Mr. Gorman can succeed in uniting all the 
Opposition element in the democratic party 
with the democracy, and also divide the 
republican party on this general question, he 
will have accomplished a pretty difficult 
movement, of which he is very fond, and of 
which the democrais,credit him with being a 
master. 


PALMER FOR THE PRESIDENCY. 


The General Says He Will Not Be a Can- 
didate, But the People Think Otherwise. 
CARLINVILLE,’ Iil., March 18.—General 

Palmer was givena warm reception at his old 

home, in Macoupin county, last evening. He 

took occasion to say emphatically that he was 
not a candidate for either president or vice 
president. 

**Look at my locks,”’ he said. ‘‘They are 
too gaey and thin. I expect to see a democrat 
elected president in 1892, and I expect him to 
be a young man. I pledged myself, if elected 
senator, to give the people six years of honest 
endeavor for their welfare; that I shall doas 
their representative in the senate.”’

GENERAL JOHNSTON IMPROVING, 


His Physicians Say There Is No Immediate 
Danger. 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—The condition of 
General Joseph E. Johnston, who has been 
quite ill for the past week, is reported by his 
physicians to be improved today, and no im- 
mediate danger is apprehended. The general 


caught cold soon after the Sherman funeral, 


which brought on heart trouble, from which 
he has been an occasional sufferer for some 
years. All the previous attacks, however, 
have readily yielded to treatment, and Dr. 
Lincoln, his physician, thinks, while the gen- 
eral’s old age may work seriously against his 
recovery, no immediate fear need be felt. The 
generai slept well last night, and his pulse to- 
night shows that he is decidedly stronger than 
he has been for a week. 


Rev. Howard McQueary’s Suspension. 
CANTON, O., March 18.—Rev. Howard McQueary 
will preach no morein Canton. The verdict of 
suspension would settle that, but he had deter- 
mined upon immediate resignation, no matter 
what the result was, merely waiting for the offi- 
cial announcement. He has had propositions from 
the Church of the Messiah (Unitarian) at Chicago, 
and from a leading Unitarian church at Toronto, 
Canada; from Jamestown, N. Y., and other points, 
Rev. McQueary expected to be acquitted, liev- 
ing two of the court were decided upon acquittal. 
His friends expected, at least, one other to vote in 
that way. Although a verdict has been reached 
and McQueary convicted of heresy, it is not 
thought that this ends the matterin the church. 
McQueary’s admirers ail over the country are 

sending him sympathetic letters and messages.

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THE ILL-FATED UTOPIA 


FURTHER DETAILS OF THE SINK- 
ING OF THE VESSEL. 


NEARLY SiX HUNDRED LIVES 


Scenes on the Vessel at the Time of the Acci- 
dent—Cowardly Behavior of the Panic- 
Stricken Italians. 


GIBRALTAR, March 18.—Itis now believed 
the loss of life by the sinking of the Anchor 
line steamer Utopia, which collided yesterday 
with the British ironclad Rodney, while ea- 
tering the bay here, was much larger than at 
first estimated. It is calculated that of the 
700 Italian emigrants and crew on board the 
steamer, 570 persons were drowned. Several 
bodies of those who lost their lives in the dis- 
aster have been washed ashore on the Spanish 
coast. 

CAUSE OF THE ACCIDENT. 

Another account of the disaster attributes 
it to the fact that the British warship, Anson, 
was drifting before the gale, and in so doing 
rammed the Utopia abaft the funnel. After 
ramming the Utopia, the Anson issaid to have 
réversed her engines, which caused her to back 
away from the Utopia, which vessel was 
practically impaled on the spur of the Avson’s 
ram, and the Utopia almost immediately after- 
wards sauk. 

Everything possible was done by the officers 
and seamen of the British warship in their 
efforts to save life, and four seamen were 
washed overboard and drowned from one of 
the warship’s steam launches -while taking 
part in the work of.rescue. 

Among. the Utopia’s officers and petty 
officers who were saved by the boats from the 
warship were Captain McKeague and the 
ship's doctor, boatswain, chief steward and 


carpenter. 
THE SHRIEKS OF TERROR. 

The scene after the collision has probably 
never been witnessed in a story of maritime 
disaster. On one side was the sinking steam- 
ship, crowded with about 700 emigrants, who 
filled the air with wild, horrible appeals for 
help and shrieks of terrér. Overhead the 
clouds rushed furiously, driven along by 4 
strong southeast gale which had been one of 
the causes of the calamity. 

Right and left of the sinking vessel were 

the two monster battleships, the Rod- 
ney and Anson, pouring. light through their 
powerful electric reflectors upon the disabled 
steamship, lighting up the agony of her pas- 
sengers and showing too clearly the terrible 
position in which they were placed, 
tere and there were warships, small 
boats manned by sturdy blue jackets, 
who strained every nerve striving to 
reach the drowning passengers. The res- 
cued, estimated to number. 330, were most 
kindly cared for on board the warships, or 
were taken ashore and housed in different 
government buildings. 

At 3 o’clock the loss of life was placed at 400 
or under. 

Both British and Swedish sailors did vigor- 
ous work. While the steam pinnace belong- 
ing to the British ironclad Immortalite was 
engaged im the work of rescue, her screw 
fouled and she became helpless and drifted on 
the rocks. Twoof the sailors aboard the pin- 
nace were drowned. The remainder were res- 
cued. The total number of lives lost is now 

laced at 578. Divers are at work recovering 

dies from the wreck. 
FURTHER DETAILS OF THE LOSS. 

New York, March 18.—The agents of the 
Anchor Line Steamship Company received 
the following report of the awful disaster at 
Gibralter: The list of thé saved embraces 
two cabin passengers, 290 steerage passengers 
and twenty-five of the crew. Fifteen of the 
crew and 475 passengers were lost. The ship 
was not insured. The cargo, intended for 
Mediterranean ports, was valued at $300,000, 
and the steamship at $400,000. The passen- 
gers saved will be brought over on the steam- 
ship Assyria, of the same line, which was at 
Genoa at the time of the accident, and has 
been ordered to Gibralter. By this delay the 
Utopia’s passengers will not arrive here until 
ufter the new law—‘'That no immigrant with- 
out personal effects shall be permitted to land” 
—goes into effect. 

Colonel Weber said today that tke survivors 
of the Utopia would probably be/examined in 
Gibraltar and the destitute and/sick and crip- 
pled be left behind, only those with baggage 
and able to take care of themselves being 
brought to this couotry. 

Stories of the Survivors. 

An officer of the Utopia says: §We ‘were 
slowing our engines preparing to anchor when, 
before we realized our danger, we found our 
selves broadside on the bows of the Anson. 
There was a shout from both vessels, which 
was instantly followed by the Anson’s ram 
tearing into the Utopia. We were abouta 
quarter of a mile from shore at the time. 
Officers in talking about the catastrophe say 
they will never forget the scene that followed 
the collision. The Italians were thrown 
into a state of completa and 
cowardly panic. They yelled frantically and 
fought madly to reach the forecastle. A few 
of the married dragged their wives with them, 
but the buik of single men were heedless of 
the piteous appeals of the women and chil- 
dren. The forecastle and rigging were soon 
crowded and the vessel began to settle down. 
Presently an explosion witha deafening re- 
port occurred in the forecastle, killing many 
and throwing others into the sea. Luckily, 
the masts held and remained some yards above 
the water as the vesse! touched the bottom. 

RESCUED FROM THE MASTS. 

From forty to fifty persons were rescued from 
the masts. The only instances of manliness 
occurred among the people in the rigging. 
Many men and nearly every woman clasped 
children to their breasts, but they were gradu- 
ally overcome by sheer exhaustion and cold, 
and were compelled to drop their  bur- 
dens and often follow themselves. Those 
in the lower rigging, who were exposed 
to the full force of the waves, and were swept 
away before the first of the Anson’s boats was 
able to reach them. Some of the men had 


| tied to themselves each his wife or child,

hoping to be able to float until they were saved. 
Several bodies so tied together were washed 
ashore dead, A majority of the Italians, how- 
ever, behaved more Jike beasts than like reason- 
ing nen. 


PERISHED IN THE FLAMES. 


Burning of a Tenement in New York, with 
Loss of Life. 

New York, March 18.—A five-story brick 
tenement, 374 Allen street, was gutted by 
fire this morning. Jastro Alexander owned a 
liquor store on the ground floor, aud a number 
of families lived above. Loss, $15,000. Bern- 
ard Jaster, fifty-six; Betsy Jaster, thirteen, 
and Sarah Jaster, eighteen years of age, were 
burned to death. Minnie Jaster and Abra- 
ham Goldstein were seriously injured. 

The tenants were Hebrew families. Most of 
them went safely down the fire escapes. Max 


Goldstein found the rungs of the ladders white 
hot when he reached them, with three children 
in his arms, at the third-story windows. The 
paler told him to drop them in a net, which 

edid. Two of them were — uninjured, 
but he them too fast. the third one

3:15 o’clock a. m., and was first discovered by 
the police on the street. The Jastor family 
lived on the fifth floor. 


The Losses by Fire. 

New York, March 18.—H. B. Claflin & Co. to- 
day cstimated their loss on goods in the store- 
house 28 and 30 Leonard street b 
night at $100,000, fully insured. The loss by fire 
at Greene, Mercer and Bleeker streets at present 
is impossible to learn with any accuracy. It is 
Said by those qualified to judge thatthe loss of 
Alfred Benjamin & Co. will reach at least $1,000,- 
000. or $200,000 more than at first given. Hammer-~ 
slough Saks & Co. put their loss at $650,000, and 
E. V. Connett & Co. at $100,000, Allare insured 
for nearly the full value of their stocks. 


THE BATTLE FOR LIFE 


Which Was Unsuccessfully Fought in an 
‘ Alabama River. 

Kennepy, Ala., March 18.—[Special.]—Miss 
Ollie Cox, aged sixteen, the daughter of Rep- 
resentative Cox, of Pickens county, and A. A. 
Moore, aged twenty-one, both pupils of the 
Kennedy High echool, were drowned between 
5 and 6 o’clock this evening in the Luxapalila 
river. The deceased, together with Joe Ken- 
nedy and Miss Floy Cooke, were taking 4% 
boat ride, when the boat capsized. At the 
tisk of his own life, Mr. Kennedy bravely 
battled with the swift-flowing current, and 
finally succeeded in reaching the shore with 
his precious burden, safely landing Miss 
Cooke, who, seeing his exhausted condition, 
prevented him from making a suicidal attempt 
tc bring the others ashore. The river is un- 
usually rapid where the boat capsized,and while 
it would have been easy for Moore to reach 
the shore alone, he found it impossible to do 
s0 with Miss Cox, and, like the brave man 
that he was, died, bravely battling with an 
irresistible current in a vain attempt to rescue 
one who was dependent on him alone. The 
entire community is shocked and grieved at 
the sad and untimely death of two of its favor- 
ites. The bodies of both are recovered, and 
two of the saddest funerals of this section will 
take place tomorrow. 

Death Was Instantaneous. 

CHATTANOOGA,Tenn., March 18.—({Special.]—Joe 
Hardin, a colored boy, aged about twenty years, 
was killed on the fourth floor of Miller Bros.’ 
Store this afternoon. The accident was a most 
peculiar ope. The boy was sent from the third to 
the fourth floor to bring down an empty box. 
Getting the box to the elevator, he started it down, 


{ and stepping on the elevator he attempted to 


draw on the box. The upper corner ol the box 
was Caught by the elevyator’s break beam. The 
other end caught the boy’s neck against the floor 
of the building, breaking his neck. Death was 
instantaneous, 

Thrown Into a Ditch. 

TRENTON, Mo., March 18.—A west-bound pas- 
senger train on the Quincy, Omaha and Pacific 
railroad, was wrecked near Greene Castle, Mo., 
yesterday. The mail car became derailed, and 
two passenger coaches immediately behind it 
were thrown into a ditch. Mrs. Sarah G. Camp- 
bell, of Trenton, was killed outright. Conductor 
Joe Mitchell, of Quincy, was —— injured. Ten 
passengers were also more or legs badly hurt, but 
none fatally. 


Mashed Dead by a Train. 

RALEIGH, N. C., March 1¢—(Special.]—About 4 
o’clock this morning a shifting engine of the Sea- 
board Air-Line, while passing through a deep cut 
inside the city limits, struck and mangled beyond 
recognition Nathaniel J. Cheek, an old resident of 
Raleigh. §Cheek, who was fifty-four years old, had 
started for home early last evening. He was not 
found until daylight. His head was cut off and 
his shoulders, back and. alps crushed into a 
shapeless mass. 


LYING IN STATE. 


The Remains of Prince Napoleon to Be 
Buried in Turin. 

RomzE, March 18.—The body of Prince Na- 
poleon is lying in state in a mortuary chapel 
improvised in the house in which he died. 
The body is clothed in a black sack coat. The 
cross of the Legion of Honor and Calian Order of 
Annunciada are upon the dead prince’s breast. 

King Humbert has officially ordered that 
the interment of the remains of Prince Napo- 
leon shall take place in the royal crypt in the 
church of La Superga, at Turin. 

GENEVA, March 18.—Oflficial seals have been 
placed upon all of the late Prince Napoleon’s 
property here. It is stated that two days be- 
fore the prince’s death, Cardinal Mermillod 
had half an hour’s conversation with him, 
which resulted in the cardinal’s going into an 
ante-chamber and leading Prince Victor to the 
bedsiffe of his dying father.

Professor Lebriche’s Remedy. 

BERLIN, March 18.—At a meeting of the Berlin 
Medical Society Professor Guttman urged caution 
in the use of Professor Lebriche’s remedy in cases 
oftuberculosis. He said that he knew of seven 
cases in which the remedy had been used, in three 
of which seriou. effects had been produced in the 
kidneys and secretions. Dr. Lublinski said he 
had treated twenty-two laryngel cases with 
Lebriche’s remedy, and had observed injurious 
effects in only a few. He knew of many cases 
that had been improved by the treatment.

SNYDER THE UXORCIDE. 


HE PLAYS THE DRAMATIC GAME 
IN THE COURTROOM, 


AND LOOKS GLOOMY AND PECULIAR. 


The Prisoner’s Three Sons Put Upon the 
Stand to Testify Against Him—The 
Brutal Murderer Guilty. 


Saw Marcos, Tex., March 18.—[{Special.]— 
The trial of George H. Snyder for wife mur- 
der was begun here last Monday. When the 
prisoner was arraigned he did not make any 
demonstrations, but was held up by the sheriff, 
and when asked his pleahe did not speak. 
When the judge asked him what he knew of 
the case, he exclaimed: ‘‘My God, I donot 
know. How can I tell?” 

The plea of not guilty was entered by his 
counsel. The first witnesses placed .on the 
stand were the physicians who were present 
just after the bomicide, and their testimony 
was as to the position of the body, the wounds, 
etc. 

THE SON PUT UP. 

George H. Snyder, Jr., was placed on the 
stand, and testified that on the morning of the 
homicide he wasathome. His mother had 
gone to church. He and his father 
were at home and alone. He was 
up stairs, and his father came up and 
had some words with thim about leaving a 
door open. His father grew very angry, and 
threw witness down on the floor and choked 
him, then took him down stairs and lectured 
him, and that directly the witness went up 
stairs again, and his father came and took him 
down again. His mother returned very 
soon, and came into the room. Sle saw 
her son had been crying, and asked him the 
cause. He told her, when Snyder commencee 
making excuses for having punished his son. 
Mrs. Snyder told her husband to make no ex- 
cuses, as he had done that way before. Wit- 
ness then told his mother that he intended 
telling the men in town about his father’s con- 
duct. His father remarked, ‘‘You will, will 
you?” and made a motion as if todrawa 
weapon. Witness then ran. He heard 
a shot after he left the room, and 
started back. He saw his mother standing in 
the doorway, and she told him to run. He 
then left the house. As he left the yard fence 
he heard another shot, and heard a scream. 
He then ran to a neighbor’s house and in- 
formed them of what had occurgéd. 

THE EVIDENCE CORROBORATED. 

Clifford Snyder then testified that he had 
gone to church with his mother, and when 
they came back he took the horse to the car- 
riage house. He heard the shots and saw his 
father with a gun, and ran off. His testimony 
was a corroboration of the witness preceding, 

Wylie Snyder was the next witness. He 
testified as to his father’s ill temper, and his 
abuse of his mother at all times. The bal- 
ance of his testimony was corroborative. 

Judge Ed Kone was placed on the stand, 
and{stated that he was Mrs. Snyder’s counsel, 
and had made arrangements some .time in 
December to} institute divorce proceedings 
against Snyder on account of ill treatment. 

James Owens then testified as to Snyder’s 
bad temper and bad treatment of his family. 
The state then rested its case. 

INSANITY THE DEFENSE. 

The defense puts up no testimony except to 
establish the insanity of Snyder. They have 

roduced no reliable testimony so far. There 
is strong feeling against Snyder here now, and 
has been ever since the homicide.

COLONEL J. W. NOUSTON BEFORE 
THE W. AND A. COMMISSION. 


The Commissioner of Agriculture Is Going 
to Issue a Book—Cases Argued Before 
the Supreme Court. 


Col. W. J. Houston, one of the commission- 
ers under the act of November, 1889, was the 
second witness for the state before the Western 
and Atlantic commission. His examination 
was begun yesterday, but not completed. 

As to the speech by Mr. Juiius Brown, made 
before a legislative committee in 1882, in 
which reference was made to betterments, 
the commission decided against admitting itin 


evidence. 

The speech by

was not ruled out. 

COLONEL HOUSTON’S ESTIMATES. 

Colonel W. J. Houston was one of the five 
commissioners making whatis Known as the 
“Flewellen report,” showing the condition of 
the road at the expiration of the lease. 

As one familiar with the condition of the 
road at that time, and generally as a practical 
railroad man, he was put upon the stand yes- 
terday by the state. 

Colonel Houston gave a number of estimates 
asto the work, etc., beginning with ‘‘steel 
rails.’ 

“The steel rails on the road,” said he, “had 
been in use about eight years when the lease 
expired. The average life of a steel rail is 
sixteen and two-third years. So at theend o 
eight years there was 52 per cent of life left in 
it; or the value of the rail was 52 per cent of 
its cost when new, or $27.36 per ton. That 
makes the value of the steel rails in 1890 just 
$332,095.68, as against $368,995.20, which the 
lessees ca}! it.” 

In the same way, explaining his method, 
Colonel] Houston valued the ballast at $66,900; 
and crossties $94,640. The corresponding 
values given by the lessees were $159,216.25 
and $111,507.50. 

Then, under the head of bridges, a number 
of debits were figured against the lessees in 
this way: Chattahoochee bridge, the one de- 
livered in 1870, was replaced in 1878. The life 
of such a bridge was sixteen and two-thirds 
years, or a wear of 6 per cent each year. The 
fact that it was used eight years shows that 
they had the benefit of 48 per cent of its 
life, or 48 per cent of its value. The bridge 
cost $18,000, so that the part used by the 
lessees was 48 per cent of that amount, or 
$8,640; for which they should give the state 
credit when they charge the state: for the new 
bridge. : 

So with nearly all the bridges, and some other 
property : 

Then Colonel Houston was examined at 
length on this line. The lessees have made an 
inventory of property which, they claim, they 
had an unqualified right to remove. They 
were prevented from removing it. How much 
did they lose—what would the property re- 
moved have been worth .to them, over and 
above the expense of removal ? 

Taking the value put by the lessees them- 
selves upon the property, and dealing with it 
item by item, what per cent of that value 
could they have netted by removing and sell- 
ing it a fair price? 

‘“‘Atlanta freight shed No. 2, wooden build- 
ing, shingle roof, etc., valued at $300. What 
would that have been worth, over and above 
the cost of tearing down and removing ?”’ 

‘About 25 per cent.”’ 

And so on. QOilroom attached to round- 
house in Atlanta, 33? per cent; storeroom for 
engine material, 10 per cent; sandhouse 
would not have paid forremoval; car-builders’ 
oftice, wooden building, 25 per cent; the per- 
centages varying from 0 to 60 or more, depend- 
ing upon the material and its condition.

It will be remembered that last fall when 
Captain Felix Corput was a candidate for the 
legislature, and if elected, also a candidate - for 
speaker of the house, an article appeared in 
the Tribune-of-Rome, Here is a copy of the 
article:

Captain Felix Corput, Cave Spring, :Ga.—Dear 
Sir: Your enemies say that, while you were a di- 
rector of the Capital bank in Macon, Ga., you so 
manipulated its affairs as to get possession of a 
considerable amount of its funds which you haye 
never returned. 

Of course this is another “campaign lie.” 

But hadn’t you better get a certificate from the 
officials of that bank saying that this is not true? 
Then there will be “another lie nailed.” 

The office to which you aspire (speaker of the 
house) is one of great trust as wellas honor. The 
man who fills it should be above suspicion, even 
of official jobbery. Lf inclined to ‘‘cast an anchor 
to the windward” he will have a rich field for the 
exercise of this talent. Hie can beat

DEMANDING SATISFACTION. 

Captain Corput consulted with his attorneys, 
Dean & Smith, immediately after the publica- 
tion, and a written demand was made 
to Captain John J. Seay,  proprie- 
tor of The Tribune-of-Rome, to dis- 
close the name of the author of the article. 

This demand was refused, whereupon inter- 
esting communications passed between the 
parties. 

Dr. William Bradford, one of the leading 
druggists of Rome, voluntarily announced 
that he would take upon himself the responsi- 
bility of the article. 

Political excitement at this time ran high, 
and there were strong partisan lines drawn 
between the alliance-democrat candidate and 
the Jeffersonian democrat, and the article 
was a much talked-of topic. 

The article appeared in The Tribune on Sep- 
tember 17th, and a few days afterward the 
grand jury met. 

A TRUE BILL FOUND. 

A true bill was found against Dr. Bradford 
for libel just a few days before the election. 

Some of Dr. Bradford’s friends were much 
wrought up that the matter should be dragged 
into the courts, while many of Captain Cor- 
put’s friends thought that his grievance could 
be best redressed by the course pursued.

This morning the case was called, and both 
sides announced ready.

THE FIRST WITNESS. 

The state introduced Captain Corput as first 
witness to prove the publication of the 
article. Mr. D. B. Hamilton, Sr., testified 
that he was present on an occasion where Dr. 
Bradford said he would assume the responsi- 
bility of the article. He did not know any- 
thing else material. Captain John J. Seay 
said there had been some communication be- 
tween Messrs. Dean and Smith and himself in 
reference tothe article. Dr. Bradford said in 
his presence that he would assume the respon- 
sibility of the article. He did not know the 
author of thearticle. He should have stated 
in his previous communication the one who 
assumed the responsibility in place of the 
author. Mr. Blount Hamilton said he had 
seen in Dr. Bradford’s hands an article 
a few days before the publication of the 
article in The Tribune.

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FREIGHT TRAINS RUNNING AGAIN 


ON THE CENTRAL. 


A Complaint from Macon—Trying to Get Up 
& Strike There—Other Railroad News 
of General Interest. 


The strike on the Central road, according to 
reports from the officials of that road, can no 
longer be properly called a strike. 

Superintendent Dill says thatall the men who 


yesterday failed to take advantage of the Cen- 


tral’s offer to reinstate them, are out for good 


and will not be taken back. 


The men on their side are also determined, 
and have forwarded a request to the secretary 


of the order of railway conductors for the dis- 
charge of all the members of the order who 
are doing yard work in their places, or, as they 
term it, “‘scabbing.”’ 


The officers of the road Say that thirty men and 


, at work yesterday, and that 
reight was moving freely. The road is now ac- 


cepting freight from jother roads, that work hav- 


ing been suspended on the first day of the strike. 
Itis claimed that the road has all the men it 
wants. 

Reports from Macon Say the strike on the Cen- 
tral is having its effect in that city. The usual 
number of cars received there from the road is 
ten per day, but for the past three days not half 
that many have arrived. There isa coal famine 
in the city which is likely to prove serious unless 
the trains get to running again in good shape. 

It is hot expected the strike will reach Macon, 
but two Atianta men are down there with the ob- 
ject in view of fomenting a strike there, if possi- 
ble. However, the Macon officials of the road ap- 
prehend no trouble. 

The officers of the Richmond and Danville, 
Georgia Pacific, Georgia and Atlanta and Florida 
roads were all questioned yesterday, and they say 
no trouble of any sort has occurred, no men have 
struck and no advance in wages has been made. 
How long this condition of affairs will continue is 
not estimated, as it is well known that the yard- 
men aréaunit in pronouncing the rate of $1.50 
for twelve hours’ work is entirely too small. 

' The firemen on the whole East Tennessee 

System are, it is reported, dissatisfied with the 
wages they are now earning. They are not com- 
plaining about the rate per mile—i 7-10 cent—but 
ask for 174, cents per hour as lay-out, or extra 
time, which is one-half what the engineers are 
receiving. At present they get nothing. They 
forwarded their request to General Superintendent 
Vaughan yesterday, and were told that an 
answer would be made inside of ten days. They 
do not expect to get the full amount they ask for, 
but think they will get at least 15 cents. This 
lay-out time varies—some days there is none at all, 
at other times the whole day is extra, and they 
are obliged to wait for work without being paid 
for their time. At least that-is what they claim.

Salem, Va., expects to profit largely by the pro- 
posed gigantic Gould confbination of railroads, of 
which so much has recently been said in the press 
of the country. 

If the scheme is carried out it would only be 
necessary to construct a connecting link between 
Lexington, Va., a terminus of the Baltimore and 
Ohio, and Bristol, Tenn., where the East Tennes- 
see, Virginiaand Georgia starts southward, in 
order to get a great southwest connection. 

If this connecting link is built 1t will of neces- 
sity go by Salem—the Baltimore and Ohio road 
already being partially constructed to this place. 
Although the road has never been surveyed west- 
ward from Salem, prospecting parties have gone 
over the route that it will follow, which is sub- 
stantially as follows: 

Leaving Salem it wil! run parallel with the Nor- 
folk and Western for eight miles, then branching 
northwestwardly it will extend into the Pocahontas 
coal fields, thence striking southwest to tap the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia road at 
Bristol. 

The road may also benefit Roanoke as well as 
Salem. 


Some radical changes are about to be made upon 
the northeastern branch of the Richmond and 
Danville road. The roadbed will be surfaced up 
and steel rails substituted in place of the iron 
ones now used. Some new rolling stock will also 
be put on, and the old rolling stock will be doc- 
tored up considerably. 


A NEW RAILROAD.

Northern. 

The Georgia Northern railway will be duly 
chartered in a few days, as the application for 
charter is nearly ready, and will doubtless be 
granted. 

The application for charter, which has been 
by Messrs. Maddox & Glenn, sets forth that 
the company desires to construct lines of rail- 
road from eith®r Dalton or Cohutta junction, 
through the . counties of $$ Whitfield, 
Murray, Gordon, Gilmer, Pickens, 
and into Cherokee, the terminus, 
being at Ball Ground in the latter county. 

There is a capital stock of $5,000,000 back of 
the enterprise, and the new road will pass 
through some of the finest mineral lands and 
quarries in the south. 

The papers are ready and will be filed in a 
few days, and so soon as the charter is granted, 
a force of hands will be put to work on the 
grading of the roadbed.

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The Water Question. 

There is a genuine ring of business in 
the interviews of Mayor Hemphill and 
Mr. Erwin, of the water commission, con- 
cerning the city’s water supply. 

They assure the public in terms which 
are entirely satisfactory that the important 
work preparatory to giving Atlanta an 
adequate water supply is well under way, 
and that but for the unprecedented 
weather of the past three months bids 
would have already been advertised for 
the several features of this great work. 

The commission has decided that it 
will draw Atlanta’s water from the Chat- 
tahoochee river. Several surveys have 
been made with a view to locating the 
point from which the water shall be 
pumped. It is necessary, however, that 
one or two more surveys be made, which 
would have been completed long since 
had it not been for the rainy weather 
and the high water, which have made it 
impossible for the surveyors to proceed. 

City Engineer Clayton and Superintend- 
ent Richards have charge of the surveys, 
and are ready at a moment's notice to 
take the field. Of course it is impossible 
to proceed until the weather permits, but 
as soon as possible the location will be 
fixed, and the great work of giving At- 
lanta a water supply adequate to the 
“needs of the city will be pushed to an 
early completion. 

Messrs. Hemphill and Erwin think that 
contracts will be asked for within thirty 
days, and say that the work of construc- 
tion would now be going on had the 
weather allowed. 

THE CONSTITUTION cannot impress too 


with one or more houses of public comfort, 
and Grant park is such a pgpular pleasure 
resort that we cannot afford No neglect its 
just claims, Last year the privileges and 
licenses connected with the park yielded the 
city nearly $3,000, and this sum went into 
the treasury, when it should have been 
added to the small appropriation now 
granted by the city for the improvement of 
the grounds. The park asks for only about 
the same amount of money it paid to the 
city last year, and there is every reason why 
it should be granted without delay, so that 
the bailding-so much needed can be finished 
in -time to accommodate our people’ this 
summer, 


How Our System Works. 

The Italian government finds it difficult 
to understand our double-shuffle national 
and state systems, 

Relying upon the fact that the federal 
constitution and the treaties made under it 
are the supreme law of the land, Italy will 
demand indemnity and redress for the New 
Orleans lynching: The reply will be that 
the state of Louisiana, and not the United 
States, committed the outrage complained 


of. It will also be diplomatically stated that - 


any attempt to deal forcibly with Louisiana 
will be promptly resisted by the federal gov- 
ernment, 

This puzzling aspect of the situation will 
be duly discussed, and our government will 
claim that the indemnity it paid to Spain in 
1850, when her consulate was attacked in 
New Orleans, was simply a gratuity, and 
not the settlement of a lawful demand. 
Then, after further correspondence, our gov- 
ernment will say that, having made a present 
to Spain on one occasion when an indemnity 
was requested, it is willing under the circum- 
stances to make a gift of a sum of money to 
Italy, without acknowledging, however, that 
it is bound to pay anything. 

In this roundabout way the matter will be 
smoothed over, but the Italians will always 
be firmly convinced that the state of Louis- 
iana is a bigger thing than the United 
States.

Hutchison, {chairman of the waterworks com- 
mittee of the general council. 

Superintendent Richards appeared before the 
board and explained at length the breaking of 
the “dead end,’’ which caused the shut. down 
of the works on Tuesday. 

The cause of the break and the effect, as 
Mr, Richards explained to the board, were as 
stated in Tue ConsTITuTION’s account of the 
accident yesterday morning. 

In reference to the repair of the bursted pipe, 
Superintendent Richards stated that it had 
been made stronger than ever. 

How It Stands. 

In connection with the meeting of the board 
yesterday and the renewed agitation of the 
waterworks question it will be interesting to 
know the exact condition of affairs. 

Already $250,000 in bonds are authorized. to 
be issued for the building of new waterworks. 

Three hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
more bonds are to be issued provided the citi- 
zens of Atlanta ratify the issue in an election 
which will be called for that purpose. 

At the first meeting of the board of water 
commissioners after Mayor Hemphill’s inaugu- 
ration, the waterworks situation was taken in 
hand. 

Up to that time one survey had been made. 
It was done by Mr. Herring, and contemplated 
the location of the works at.the mouth of 
Peachtree creek on the Chattahoochee river. 

There was considerable discussion about the 
best point from which to take the supply. 

It was urged by some that the supply 
should be taken from a point above Marietta, 
so that there would be no contamination by 
sewerage from that place. 

Others insisted that it would be more avail- 
able'and more economical to locate without 
tégard to Marietta, as they urged there was 
not sufficient sewerage there to consider. 


‘But it is useless to mourn over that now. 
Let us all try again, and do better if we can. 
I do hope the city council will set apart 
$50,000 out of this year’s income—or, better 
still, $100.000—for new waterworks. That 
would show they are in earnest. - 

“‘The general plans and issue of bonds will 
be pressed with the utmost vigor, and the 
mayor and council deserve, and should receive, 
the fullest endorsement and support in their 
work.”’ 

‘‘What do you think of a private company ?”’ 

“T have read and studied much on the sub- 
ject, and from the experience of other cities, 
Atlanta will make a great mistake if she ever 
lets any private company get control of the 
water franchise or any interest in it. No mat- 
ter how respectable or resposible such com- 
pany may be, I think in fairness and candor to 
all concerned it ought to be so declared and 
announced right at the start, and thus nip the 
agitation in the bud. Water is like air 
and should not bethe subject of price and 
gain out of the people by any man or set of 
men.””

“That man Banks, to whom I introduced 
you, is honorable and honest. I don’t know 
what he told you, but I will say thatitis true 
from his standpoint; mind you, from his stand- 
point.” 

The strike in reality took place on Tuesday 
morning, March 10th, at6o’clock. Previous 
to that, however, the trouble which culminated 
in the strike arose. For some time past, in fact 
-gnce the completion of the road, the engineers 
have been receiving $3.50 a day, and 
the firemen $1.25 a day part of the time, and 
$1.50 laier on. All 
| THE MEN ON THE ROAD, 
except one or two, were brotherhood men and 
held their membership in Atlanta. In Febru- 
sy last the engineers came to the conclusion 
hat their work was worth $4 a day, and they 
lecided to ask Receiver Glover for the in- 
wease. A committee consisting of D. C. Ken- 
drick, a passenger engineer; S. H. Brewer 
and C. F’. Misner, two freight engineers, was 
appointed to wait upon the receiver and ask 
for the increase. Before calling upon Receiver 
Glover the committee prepared a schedule of 
prices the engineers desired to receive,

THE FIRST LETTER. 

We, the undersigned engineers, have been 
elected by the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers as a committee of three to wait upon you 
for the purpose of formnng an agreement between 
the Marietta and North Georgia Railroad Com- 
pany andits engineers. We are now ordered off 
for this purpose, and will be pleased to wait upon 
youat your earliest convenience. Please let us 
know at once when and where you will see us. 

With this letter was what the engineers, 
calling themselves a grievance committee, 
appointed by the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, termed a schedule of pay for the 
engineers of the Marietta and North Georgia. 
It consisted of eighteen articles. 

WHAT THEY WANTED. 

The first article provided that all engineers 
now getting $3.50a day should have $4, a 
day to be ten hoursor less. All over ten 
hours was to be paid for at 35 cents an honr, if 
more than one hour extra was worked. 

The second articie raised all engineers at 
less than $3.50 a day 25 cents a day every six 
months, until his pay was $4. 

The paper then gave the right to engines 
into the hands of the senior engineers, every- 
thing else being equal, unless otherwise agreed 
upon by the master mechanicjand engineers in- 
terested. 

The next section provided a hostler for Mari- 
etta and the Knoxville and Augusta junction, 
and relieved the engineer of the care of his 
engine. 

JUST ENOUGH MEN AND NO MORE, 

Article 5 provided that no more engineers 
should be employed than the traffic of the road 
required, 

Then a fair investigation was vouchsafed 
any engineer who might get in trouble. 

Engineers laying off to attend court on the 
company’s business, were to receive $4 a day 
and transportation. 

All freight engineers shall be run first in 
first out, except when engine is under repairs. 

No engineer shall be discharged for serving 
on a comin ittee. 

Engineers having regular runs prior to this 
date will not be affected by this article. 

In case passenger engineers should have to 
run through from Marietta to Knoxville they 
shall receive $6 per trip each way. 

Engineers will not be held responsible 
for excess in rate of speed in descending 
grades when they have no control of brakes. 

NO MORE FINES. 

Fines will not be imposed on engineers for 
damage done to rolling stock, tools, or stock 
killed or injured. 

Engineers will receive time on Sundays 
and days that their engines lay over, unless 
relieved by the superintendent or master 
wwachinist. 

In case an engineer is required to dead head 
to and from an engine he is to receive $2 per 


ay. 

All runs less than 100 miles or over 
sixty miles doubled will be counted two days for 
freight engineers. ’ 

Engineers will not be held to account for 
the condition of their engine boilers when they 
have not been washed out after being re- 
paired. 

RECEIVER GLOVER WAS SICK. 

‘When the committee called to see Receiver 
Glover he was home sick in bed,’’ said Mr. 
Glover, ‘‘and sent them word he’d see them 
Monday. He did see them Monday, and 
asked them to wait a day ortwo. Then he 
went back to bed sick.’’ 

The correspondence then showed that 
Receiver Glover answered the committee's 
letter on February 25th. Init he asserted that 
he had carefully considered the terms of the 
agreement submitted, but that the affairs of 
the company were such to compel him to 
decline to comply with their request. 

‘*The road, as you know,’’ the letter said, ‘‘is 
insolvent, has been placed in the hands of a 
receiver, and has not been earning operating 
expenses. I have to make monthly reports of 
the earnings and expenses to the court, and [ 
do not feel that I will be justified in comply- 
ing with your request when I consider the 
financial condition of the company. I hope 
you gentlemen will go to work at once, 
and when the affairs of the company 
are in such condition to warrant an increase of 

ay, 1 will at once comply with your request. 
Vet me know at onceif you intend to go to 
work. If not I will of course be compelled to 
make other arrangemenis.”’ . 
THEY WERE DISAPPOINTED. 

The committee’s reply to the receiver ex- 
pressed disappointment, asserting that a con- 
sent tothe agreement was expected. They 
then asked the receiver to give them till the 
next Monday evening toconsider. They asked, 
too, for another consultation with the receiver 
and for the return of the paper left in his pos- 
session, if he declined. 

Receiver Glover declared it unfair to ask for 
the delay until Monday evening, because it 
put a stop to the road’s business. 

“Tf you are going to tie us up,’”’ said the re- 
ceiver’s letter, “no use to postpone the evil 


day ; therefore go to work, and next Monday | 
if you decide to withdraw give metwo days’ | 


notice; please notify me if you will return to 

work and continue until Monday the time you 

desire. Your papers are at the office; I will 

return them to you.: I am too sick now; but 

will meet you when I am able to do so.”’ 
THEY WANT IT PLAINER. 


The committee in a letter to the receiver | 


said they did notunderstand what the receiver 


meant by withdrawing, and asked for an ex- | 


planation. 

‘T niean”’ said the receiver in his letter ox- 
plaining, ‘if you intend leaving our service 
for refusing your proposition. As to your be- 
ing a committee from the Brothtrhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, it is your privilege 
and none of my business, Will as cheerfully 
meet you as a committee from the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers as 
a committee of our men. All I am 
interested in is the -.welfare of the 
railroad, and have not the least feeling 
toward you, except think under the present 
circumstances that pe are not treating me as 
I would you. All I ask is for you to continue 
in the service until] Monday, the day you men- 
tioned, and if you then decide to withdraw 
from our service, give me two days’ notice that 
I can get other men if possibie. Also ask you 
to let me know this afternoon.”

“Why did they move them this morning?” 

Then the Western and 
Atiantic won’t receive any freight in Atlanta 
consigned to our road Wereceived a telegram 
from Mr. Dickey, of the Western and Atlantic 
road, Friday night, telling us they would not.” 

“And why not?” 

“‘Becanse the brotherhood mén on the Western 
and Atlantic refuse to haul it. And do you know 
Atlanta is suffering by it?” 

“How so?’ 

“Well, merchants along the Marietta and North

‘Now, tligreceiver,” said Mr. Glover in conclu- 
Sion “promised to pay the men $4a day when the 
road was able. One of the engineers, J.C. Fain, 
actually cried when he left his engine.” 

NOW FOR THE ENGINEERS’ SIDE’ 

Mr. J. F. Banks, the engineer, of whom Mr. 
Glover spoké so complimentary, is a rather small 
Inan. He has an open, intelligent face, and In con- 
versation uses good language, at,times talking flu- 
entiy. Hehas been withthe road a long time. 
When I began questioning him he said: 

“1 don’t care to talk about this matter. The 
papers don’t treat us right. They always lean to 
wards the railroads. See some of the committee. 
They are better posted than l am.” 

“Isut what was the cause of the strike?’’ I in- 
sisted. 

“Because the receiver discharged the three com- 
mitteemen.”’ 

“Then it wasn’t because the demands for an in- 
crease were denied?”’ 

“Notatall. Wehad a perfect right to ask for 
an increase, and the receiver had an equal right 
to refuse it. But he had no right to discuarge the 
three men, who acted as the co:nmittee, for ask- 
ing it.” 

‘Was that the reason he discharged them?” | 

“Not exactly the reason, but pretty close. It is 
arule the worid over with our order that when 
members of the order are put on a committee that 
way, they lay off till their work 1s completed. 
When Engineers Kendrick, Brewer and Misner 
went off on this work, their places were filled by 
setting up firemen. This we did not object to, 
and the road lost no time by it. The receiver, 
however, informed the members of the commit- 
teethat if they didn’t return to work within a 
given time, that correspondence shows it, he 
would fill their places.” 

“And they declined?” 

“Yes, and rightly. They were off working for 
the good of their feilow laborers, as well as theim- 
seives. They had the right, as [ have toid you, to 
lay off. They wanted to submit the matter to 
Chiet Arthur. When the chief came, he made an 
investigation of the case, and told the committee 
the road was not able to do more and to go to 
work. They acquiesced, and were ready to do so.” 

“And why didn’t they?” 3 

‘‘keceiver Glover wouldn’t let ’em. Chief 
Arthur had a talk with the re- 
ceiver and told him that the men 
would return to work, but Mr. Glover refused to 
give them their piaces.

“Every man left his engine except Barrett. 
Those who were not on their engines at that. hour 
never went tothem. Garwood, who was running 
a passenger train, was in Marietta. Barrett was 
at Tellico witha passenger to come back but was 
ordered into Knoxville to bring outthe through 
passenger. Thrash was at Ellijay with the accom- 
modation. Dukes, a freight man, was here. Fain 
and McKinney, freights, were at Blue Ridge, and 
McAfee and George brewer were at Knoxville.”’ 

‘‘How did they get home?” 

*Except-Thrash and Fain they paid their way 
home. Oneofthemcame by Chattanooga over 
the East Tennessee from Knoxville. 

“Now,” said Mr. Banks, “that through run and 
$10.50 tor a round trip they have been giving you 
is allin your eye.”’ 

*How so?” 

“On that through passenger train the conductor 
ranfrom Marietta to Knoxville. The engineer 
and firemen ran to Tellico junction and laid over. 
We got 33.50 for the day. We went up one day 
and came back the next. At both ends we had tw 
tend our own engines—we were our own hostlers.”’ 

‘*‘But did you never run through?” 

“Weasked for and wanted the through trips 
and we gotitonce. It lasted less than ten days 
only. it began four or five days before the coin- 
mittee stopped olf, and 1t was given up before we 
Struck. We wanted to goup one day, back the 
next and have the lay over. 

‘Before those through trips were started,’”’ Mr. 
Banks went on, “every man had his own engine. 
Thrash and =I had the two heavy 
engines to Tellico and Kendrick ran 
the light one into Knoxville. Each of us did our 
own hostlering at bothends. Then Garwood, of 
the Ellijay accommu: ation, had his to do in Elli- 
jay, and every day here in the yard he had four to 
tive hours of switching todo. One month he was 

iven 35 cents an hourtor the switching here. 
That month he made $12 to $15 extra. But the 
next month a bulletin was a up requiring him 
to do two hours of switching every day, and 
for all over two hours he got extra pay. 
But mind you he had todo more than two hours 
to get extra pay.” 

«What did the [firemen get?’’ 

“Before the commnittee ca.led on Mr. Glover they 

ot $1.25. Soon aiter the committee called a 
Bulletin said their pay would be $1.50. That wasa 
plain play.” 

“But why was that lay off over night at Blue 
Ridge? Is it dangerous to go down there at 
hight?’

TRYING TO ARRANGE IT. 


Heavy Stockholders in Kentucky Trying to 
Arrange the M. and N. G. Trouble. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., March 18.—[{Special.J— 
George Pearl, of Atlanta, chairman of the 
Locomotive Brotherhood adjustment commit- 
tee of the East Tennessee system, is in this 
city. Hecomes to confer with East Tennes- 
see officials concerning scme questions that 
have arisen. 

Just what all these are has not become 
public, but, in the main, they refer to time 
and to pay. It is understood that the efforts 
of the company to curtail expenses have given 
rise to the questions. 

The Knoxville Southern strike remains in 
statu quo. The company claims that it now 


| has a fall quota of 


el al 


and will ran its 
trains without difficulty. They claim tht 


they are not in the least crippled by the strike, 


and that the men were hasty in their action. 
On the other hand, the engineers claim that 
the company has not sufficient engineers to run 
its trains, if business picks up as it should do. 
They are firm in their demand for $4 a day 
instead of $3.50 as now, and for shorter hours 
and pay for over-time. Committeeman Pearl 
denies that he is here in the interest of the 
Knoxville Southern strike. Sofar none of the 
engineers of the other roads have taken any 
stand in regard to the strike. The statement 
has been made that they would refuse to pull 
the carsfrom the Knoxville Southern with 
its scab engineers, but no trouble has yet oc- 
curred. It is not believed here that there will 
be any, as it is stated that Chief Arthur, when 
in Marietta, refused to have anything todo 
with the matter, he being quoted as saying: 

“The men must settle it themsel ves.”’ 

This may not be true. It is quietly ramored 
that a movement is on foot to get the Knox- 
ville Southern out of the hands of the re- 
ceiver. George R. Eager, the chief stock- 
holder, Receiver Glover and Judge Tompkins, 
of Atlanta, have been in Middlesborough all 
day conferring with the Knoxville, Cumber- 
land Gap and Louisville officials. This road 
must have a southern connection at Knoxville, 
and it is said that there is a strong probability 
of the two roads being combined. The English 
owners of the Knoxville, Cumberland Gap and 
Louisvilleto putup money to relieve the Knox- 
ville Southern of its embarrassment, with the 
officials of the latter, claim that they have 
ample collateral to meet all obligations so 
soon as money becomes easy. At all events, 
it is believed that the two roads will be con- 
solidaived. The Knoxville Southern officials 
are reticent, but do not deny the statement. 


The Merchants Feel It, 

Mr. W. H. Perkerson, the ieading merchant of 
Woodstock, who was in the city yesterday, said: 

‘‘While we do the greater part of our buying in 
Atlanta, we can bay in Knoxville, from which 
point there is no trouble in getting freight. 

‘‘In the matter of fertilizers, which we can only 
procure from this end of the route, we are in a sad 

light. The farmers have been very much delayed 
xy the rains, and now that they are ready nothing 
can be done towards properly preparing the land; 
and any composting is out of the question. 

“IT have a carload of guano on the road side- 
tracked, which can’t get through, and the alli- 
ances of my neighborhood have made a pur- 
chase of $4,000 worth of commercial tertilizers 
which they badly need and can’t get. The alli- 
ance being an organization for corregting wrongs 
which they and other classes suffer, I hope they 
will assist in securing an adjustment.” 

MR. BREWER TALKS. 

Mr. F. H. Brewer, one of the engineers who was 
inthe city yesterday, said: 

“Mr. D. C. Kendrick, as chairman, and Mr. C. 
F. Mesner and myself,” “constituted the griev- 
ance committee. We set out a schedule of 
our wants and presented them to Mr. Glover. 
While doing this the other engineers on the road 
filled our places. The schedule was presented on 
the 21st of last month. 

To this Mr. Glover’ replied, that the 
road was in such a finnncial condition that 
no increase of wagea could be granted, 
but, notwithstanding this, proceeded 
to raise the wages of the firemen 25 
cents and to establish a force of yard hands at 
both ends of the road. 

“On account of the road being embarrassed in 
money matters we were willing to accept less than 
is paid on other roads, but do not think that Mr. 
Glever should have ignored our request in the 
manner he did. The members of the committee 
who had simply stopped oif to attend to the mat- 
ter, were surprised to see their places filled by 
new men, and when Chief Auther asked that they 
be reinstated he met with a curt reply. 

“To sum the matter up, Mr. Glover has declared 
war to the knife on the brotherhood, and I rather 
think he has undertaken a larger job than run- 
ning an election in Marietta. 

“Judge Thompkins,the attorney for the Central 
Trust Company, atone time seemed ready and 
anxious in some way by arbitration to adjust our 
differences, and at his request our committee met 
him here. We were willing to ac- 
cept any unbiased arbitrators, but 
now it seems that he toois for fight. The en- 
gineers of other roads will not, if they know it, 
handie any freight of the Marietta jand North 
Georgia, and the express from that road will be 
refused also, If Mr.§Glover can whip the fight,let 


him do so.”

The Meeting Yesterday. 
The directors met yesterday morning in the

Wylie and the secretary of the road, Mr. J.

The object of the meeting was to take ac- 
tion upon the following communication from 


> Colone! Maddox, it being his formal resigna- 


tion as president of the road: 
ATLANTA, Ga., February 3, 1891.—To the Di- 


* sectors of the Atianta and Florida Railroad ComY 


uentlemen: Ihave been in charge of your 
for the past eighteen months, during which 
time [have given it my best and almost undi- 
yided attention; but I beg to tender you my res- 
ation, to take effect as soon as my successor 
can be elected and installed. My health and pri- 
vate business make this step imperative. Yours 
R. F. MAppox, President. 

After some little consultation the name of 
Captain E. L. Tyler was presented by Colonel 
Maddox for the position. But little time was 
expended in arriving ata choice, as Captain 
Tyler was elected unanimously to the posi- 
tion. 

Captain Tyler was then introduced to the 
board and announced his acceptance of the 
presidency in a few terse words. 

Colonel Maddox’s Farewell. 

The farewell letter of the retiring president 
was then read, as follows: 

ATLANTA, Ga., March 19.—Directors of the At- 
lanta and Florida Railroad Company. Gentlemen: 
About six weeks ago I handed you my resignation 
as president of the Atlanta and Florida railroad, 
My reasons for doing so were twofold: First, my 
health was very poor, and I desired to give my en- 
tire attention to my private - business; second, I 
appreciated the fact that you needed a railroad 
man in charge of pra property, and have been 
working to this end ever since. My object in call- 
ing this meeting was to insist upon 
an immediate acceptance of my resignation, as I 
feel the need of a vacation and intend to leave the 
city very soon. 

Ihave hadan interview with Mr. E. L. Tyler, 
who signified his willingness to accept the presi- 
dency, and I feel confident that the best thing that 
could have been done is to elect bim and put him 
in charge of the road. Heisa man of wide ex- 
perience and eminently fitted for the position. 

Since July, 1889, when I became president of the 
road, I have given it my best, almost entire, &t- 
tention, and exerted every influence in my power 
looking to the success and welfare of your prop- 
erty. succeeded in replacing the oid issue of 
bonds—$15,000 per mile—with a new issue of 
$8,000 per mile, and with the funds from the sale I 
made of those bonds 1 liquidated our enormous 
debt with the Penn Steel Company, and removed 
the names of the directors from large amounts olf 
——— security they had stood to save the road. 

also cleared our entire local Indebtedness, which 
was, indeed, very large. 

For the past twelve months our road has been 
doing fairly well. Of course the recent heavy 
rains and disastrous financial conditions have 
somewhat affected us, but in a short time I trust 
that everything will again be running smoothly. 

We have made two very excellent connections 
with the Georgia Southern and Florida road and 
the Macon and Birmingham road at Gatesvilie, 
seventy-five miles from Atlanta, by which we re- 


|. eeive from ten to twenty cars at that point.

A resolution was then passed that the thanks 
of the company be returned to Colonel Mad- 
dox forthe highly efficient manner in which 
he had conducted the affairs of the road. The 
company parted with regret from the man 
who, with untiring zeal and energy, had de- 
voted his time and attention to the advance- 
ment of the interests of the enterprise. 

The resignation of Mr. H.G. Bagley from 
the directorate of the corporation was accepted 
and Captain Tyler was chosen in his stead. 

Captain Tyler will still continue his duties 
as general manager of the New Orleans 
Short Line, comprising the Atlanta and West 
Point and Western of Alabama roads. His 
title with the Atlanta and Florida road is 
president and general manager, and his salary 
from that road will be $3,600 perannum. He 
isa thorough railroad man and his influence 
will greatly add to the effectiveness of the 

That New York Proposition. 

The propositions from New Yor§ parties re- 
ferred to by ex-President Maddox in bis letter, 
has been turned over to the custody of 
President Tyler. An effort was made yester- 


day to obtain it from the )at- 
ter gentlemen, but after consulting 
with z0me of the directors he 


decided to withhold it from publication for 
the present, at jeast. 

It was subsequently learned, however, that 
the letter came from Mr. Howard R. Steele,. 
who represents three wealthy banks in New 
York city, one of them being the Manhattan. 

These banks became interested in the At- 
lanta and Forida railroad in this manner: 

A vear or two ago, when \the South Bruns- 
wick Terminal Company was organized, these 
New York banks advanced heavily on its 
bords. The company then bailt seventeen 
mies of railroad from Brunswick tothe north- 
ward, and spent a large amount of money in 
building the South Brunswick Terminal Com- 
pany docks, and in making other improve- 
ments on its property. The location of 
the docks of this company is said to be 
the finest on the south Atlantic coast. The 
prespects shown by the company were So in- 
viting, and the fact made so clear that it hada 
successiul future, that it found little trouble in 
securiag a large advance on its bonds. 

Besidesits seventeen miles of railroad already 
buiit from Brnuswick and pointing toward tho 
Atlanta and Fivrida, and besides its valuable 
terininal vroperty, this company owns 10,096 
acres of origina! timber laud, which is said :o 
be immenaoly vaiuabic. . 

After the company had built soventeen miles 
of railroad,and had made heavy expenditures in 
Brunswick, it found itself embarrassed,and for 
Several months work has been suspended.

President Maddox informed him that his

pending, and suggested to Mr. Steele that he 
put his views in writing, so that he could hand 
it to the board of directors, which met yester- 
day. Mr. Steele then went to the Kimball 
house, and wrote the letter which was read at 
the directors’ meeting yesterday, and which 
was referred to Preident Tyler. 
IT MEANS BUSINESS. 

While the letter makes no direct proposition 
to the Atlanta and Florida, it gives every as- 
surance that the Brunswick Terminal Com- 
pany is ready to enter into a combination with 
the Atlanta and Florida. - Mr. Steele points 
out the fact that these New York banks have 
made up their minds to do something to rescue 
their property, and the only way to do it is to 
establish some connection. He further sug- 
gests thatthe Atlantaand Florida offers the 
best connection that could possibly be made, 
and invites a conference, with a view to build- 
ing the liuk between the southern terminus of 
the Atlanta and Florida and the northern ter- 
minus of the sevénteeen miles built by the 
Brunswick Terminal Company, which, would 
make almost an air-line from Atlanta to 
Brunswick. 

There is an air of business about the letter 
which shows that Mr. Steele means what he 
Says, and that there is plenty of money behind 
the effort to bring about a consolidation of 
interests between the New York companies 
and the Atlanta and Florida Company. 

The proposition will be considered at the 
next meeting of the board, which will be held 
in about ten days. 

The result will be watched with interest. 

Will Not Sell or Lease. 

The directors, in accordance with the wishes 
of the stockholders of the Georgia Improve- 
ment Company, who own $1,000,000 of the 
common stock of the road—virtually the road 
itself—decided not to sel! or lease the road to 
any other corporation, but instead to operate it 
to the very best advantage, and extend it as 
soon as practicable. 

It was decided also that what surplus re- 
mained on hand by the Ist of April should be 
expended in obtaining an entrance for the road 
to the city proper for its | ge ay trafiic. A 
cominittee was appointed for the purpose of 
investigating and choosing the best method for 
accomplishing the desired end. 

President Tyler was instructed to at once 
purchase some new engines to take care of the 
increasing freight business of the road. The 
other equipment—road, box cars and passen- 
ger coaches—is sufficient for all present needs. 

The common stock of the road is valued at 
$10,000 per mile, while the issue of bonds is 
about $8,000 per mile. Asthe road is 105 miles 
in length, the total bonded indebtedness 
is $840,000. The interest on this debt, at 6 per 
cent, is $50,400 per annum. Itis now a cer- 
tainty that the road will be extended to the 
sea next year, and it is confidently expected 
that the extention will increase its trattic to 
the extent that a dividend of 3 per cent may 
be regularly declared. 

No particular route has as yet been proposed 
for the extension, but of course the cheapest 
and most advantageous one will be chosen. 
In any event,it is thought, Brunswick will be 
the ocean terminal point.
